_~LUXEMBOURG (NC) — The head of the Dutch 
bishops’ conference said May 15 that Pope John Paul 
II’s visit to the Netherlands was a comfort to people 
who are “really Catholic” and a help to “people with 

problems with the institutional Church.” 


Cardinal-designate Adrianus Simonis of Utrecht, 
Netherlands, who accompanied the pope on his flight 
from the Netherlands to Luxembourg, where the pope 
received a warm welcome, assessed the pope’s visit in 
an interview with National Catholic News Service at 
Findel Airport, Luxembourg. 

HE WAS convinced that the visit. “will help the 
Church in Holland,” he said. 

The visit “will console and comfort people who are 
really Catholic,” said the cardinal-designate. 

“People with problems with the institutional 
Church have seen the Holy Father as he really is,” he 
said. ‘Now they have seen that he is a shepherd. 
Young people have found a real shepherd.” 

CARDINAL-DESIGNATE Simonis said he was 
disappointed by some parts of the May 11-15 visits, 
most notably the demonstrations against the pope in 


the Utrecht archdiocese, which developed into a fight 
with the police and resulted in injuries and arrests. 


On May 12, more than 3,000 youths demonstrated 
in Utrecht and fought with police. A mile away, a few 
tossed bottles and stones at the pope, who was 
protected by his bullet-proof popemobile. 


THE CARDINAL-DESIGNATE said he objected to 
the private remarks of Hedwig Wasser, a Dutch 
woman who broke from her prepared text to make a 
plea for unmarried people living together, the 
divorced, homosexuals, married priests and women 
who want to be ordained. 


“Are we preaching the liberating Gospel in a 
credible way if we lay down the law rather than 
extend a helping hand?” she asked. 


Cardinal-designate Simonis called Wasser’s 
intervention ‘‘an abuse” because, he said, she was 
“speaking in the name of her group.” 

BEFORE INSERTING her impromptu remarks, 
Wasser, who addressed the pope May 12 for the 
Dutch missionary associations, said that the remarks 
were her personal opinion.

Private colleges fear cuts but don’t want to cause panic

SAN DIEGO — Proposed federal cuts in student 
financial aid programs worry independent universities 
and colleges in the San Diego area. School officials 
say they fear the cuts may bite into their enrollment. 


The University of San Diego’s director of financial 
aid is concerned enough about the proposals that he 
fears he might “panic people” if he releases 
projections on the number of students who might be 
affected. 


HERB WHYTE, the director, said he was also 
concerned that releasing such details might cause 
potential students to “make plans to attend college at 
a low-cost institution or not at all.” 


The proposal being considered by Congress calls 
for a 27 percent cut in federal financial aid for 
students — from a total of $8.8 billion annually to 
$6.5 billion, according to Dr. Author E. Hughes, 
president of the University of San Diego. 


The cuts would make it impossible for less affluent 
students to afford the cost of attending an 
independent university or college, Hughes said. 
Hughes’ remarks appeared in the Spring issue of 


“Update,” USD’s alumni newsletter. _ 
“THERE ARE 1,257 students out of our 5,000 who 


receive federal aid. Their aid totals $4.47 million, and 
it covers 39 percent of their assessed need,” the USD 


president said. “If this legislation were to pass, we 
estimate we would lose about 45 percent of these 


students. They would have to go to. school 
elsewhere.” 
President Reagan’s proposed cuts in student 


financial aid are viewed as ‘‘short-sighted’’” by the 
director of financial aid at United States International 
University. 

Judith Lewis is concerned about effects financial 
aid cuts will have on enrollment at USIU and other 
private universities. 


THE SECRETARY of Education (William Bennett) 
has said that student aid cuts will not prevent people 
from getting a higher education because they may 
choose to attend public universities and colleges, 
Lewis said. 


Hughes said the cuts amount to “a dismantling” of 
the Higher Education Act of 1958, which was designed 
to provide students both access to higher education 
and a choice in selecting which institution to attend. 
Provisions of this act established many of the federal 
aid programs now operating. 

The presence of public and private colleges 
provides the country with diversity, Lewis said. 
“That’s one of the tenets of the nation...to foster 
diversity.”

JOURNALISTS AS TEACHERS — Catholic 
journalists must be teachers in the Church, 
tackling awkward issues and explaining 
events more clearly than people who are 
making news, Holy Cross Father James 
Tunstead Burtchaell told Catholic 
journalists May 15. Father Burtchaell, an 
author and faculty member at the 
University of Notre Dame, gave the keynote

‘REJECT ANTI-SEMITISM’ — True 
followers of Christ must reject anti- 
Semitism or any other form of 
discrimination, Servite Father John 
Pawlikowski said May 15 at a National 
Council of Churches board meeting in 
Chicago. ‘‘We must all become signers of 
the Barmen Declaration,” said the priest, a 
professor of social ethics at the Catholic 
Theological Union in Chicago. The Barmen 
Declaration was issued by a group ‘of 
Protestant theologians in Germany at the 
beginning of Nazi rule. It called for 
uncompromising opposition to Hitler, 
insisting that Christians should obey Christ 
alone. 


BISHOPS: BABBITT BOMBED — 
Arizona’s bishops have expressed “great 
diappointment’” that Gov. Bruce Babbitt 
vetoed two bills to require parents to give 
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written permission for minors to have 
abortions and to require husbands to be 
notified when their wives had abortions. 
One of the bills also would have required 
that women undergoing abortions be told 
how the procedures work and that the 
fetuses feel pain. Babbitt vetoed both bills 
May 8 just before the state legislature 
adjourned. 


WORK PRAISED — _ With tall stacks 
belching smoke behind him, Pope John Paul 
Il priased the value of work, but warned 
Luxembourg workers that man’s recent 
accomplishments have sometimes failed 
society. The pope spoke May 15 at at Mass 
at a foundry in Esch, the “City of Iron,” 
outside the city of Luxembourg. Man “is 
increasing the number of armaments in 
frightening proportions,” said the pope, 
who as a young man worked in the Solbay 
Steelworks in Cracow, Poland. 


LAW DAY TALK — The Catholic Church 
must spotlight the ethical dimensions of all 
poltical, economic and social issues, even if 
it does not have all the answers, Cardinal 
Timothy Manning of Los Angeles told 200 
attorneys, judges and public officials at a 
Mass marking Law Day.

We have heard, almost ad nauseam, of the “We are the 
world” record made by a collection of current entertainers to 
benefit Africans plagued by starvation and drought. But 
perhaps we don’t hear enough about “Children helping 
children,” the story of children in this country helping children

Music, liturgy are servants, 
songwriter Fr.

It’s easy to stereotype 


Msgr. George Higgins is traveling to the Far East. While he is 
away during the next six weeks, a guest columnist will write 
on the topic of prejudice. The guest columnist this week is Dr. 
Eugene Fisher, executive director of the National Conference 
of Catholic Bishops’ Secretariat for Catholic-Jewish Relations. 

Any Catholic who saw the recent public-television show 
“Catholics in America” will have noticed something missing. 
What one saw in that program, with minor exceptions, were 


denunciations of the Church by the extreme right, with 


responses from the extreme left. Omitted from the picture 
were the vast majority of Catholics. 


Defined solely by its extremes, any group becomes easy 
prey for stereotyping. Individual anecdotes can be true, but 
the overall portrait presented entirely misleading. Victims of 
such propagandistic devices are hard put to defend 
themselves. Each vignette on the TV program, after-all, was 
true, even if the program as a whole missed the point. 


Prejudice against Jews runs an even wider gamut. Take, for 
example, the image conjured by the word ‘‘Pharisee.’’ 
Dictionaries define a Pharisee as ‘a self-righteous or 
hypocritical person.” Yet the Pharisees, forerunners of the 
great rabbinic sages, were in fact spiritual giants who 
revolutionized Jewish tradition and enabled it to survive the 
destruction of the temple. 


Modern Judaism finds its roots in: rabbinic Judaism. For 
Jews, the common practice of equating ‘’Pharisee’’ with 
“hypocrite” has much the same impact as equating 
“apostolic” with, say, “corrupters of youth” would have 
among Christians. 


The Gospels, Matthew 23 for example, do contain 
incidents in which Jesus denounces religious hypocrisy. The 
irony, however, is that Jesus’ teaching is closer to no group 
that it is to that of the Pharisees. 


In fact, central elements of early Christian beliefs — 
resurrection from the dead, final judgment, angels, the spirit 
as opposed to the letter of the law — are precisely the 
beliefs which distinguished Pharisaic teaching from that of 
other Jewish groups of Jesus’ time. And the early church 
based its central institutional and sacramental structures on 
Pharisaic-rabbinic institutions and forms of worship. 


There is, of course, a kernel of truth in the portrait. The 
Pharisees had a particular abhorrence of religious hypocrisy, 
and there are rabbinic sayings which closely parallel Jesus’ 
own. 


They depict such types as the “shoulder Pharisee,” who 
ostentatiously carries his or her good deeds on the shoulder 
to be seen by all, or the ‘pestle Pharisee,” whose head is bent 
in sham humility like a pestle in a mortar. The point, 
however, is to hold up the ideal Pharisee, the “Pharisee.o 
love,” who is like Abraham in faith. : 


By defining first-century Judaism by its extremes — 
extremes strongly condemned by Jewish tradition itself — 
we miss the religious vitality of the Jewish community which 
nurtured Jesus and the apostles. We also miss the spiritual 
richness of post-Biblical Judaism, which ideally should 
nourish our faith today. 


Literary examples of stereotyping are not hard to find. One 
can see vicious stereotypes of Jews in the figures of Shylock 
in Shakespeare’s “The Merchant of Venice” and of Fagan in 
Dickens’ “Oliver Twist,” just as one can find anti-Catholicism 
at the heart of Mark Twain’s “Connecticut Yankee in King 
Arthur’s Court.” 


Sometimes anti-Semitism and anti-Catholicism are found 
together. One of the most popular books of the late 19th 
century, “The Wandering Jew,” drew its title from the 
ancient canard — denounced by the Second Vatican Council 
— that God has forced the Jews to wander the face of the 
earth as collective punishment for the impossible crime of 
deicide. Ironically, its two villains are not Jews but Jesuits. 


Prejudice that is embedded in the very language we speak 
and the literature'we read is particularly difficult to confront 
and uproot.

Pope 
Speaks 


Need for fidelity stressed 
The following statement on the Second Vatican Council 
came May 18 ina statement to the bishops of Belgium. He did 
not deliver the speech to the prelates, but handed them 
copies of the text. According to church sources, the pope 
later engaged in a dialogue with the bishops. 


“The Second Vatican Council determined the basic 
principles and means that the Church has to carry out an 
adapted spiritual renéwal....But to the extent that some have 
studied, interpreted, or applied it badly this has been able to 
cause here or there disarray and division.” 


The pope’s speech did not deal with specifics on division 
and disarray, but urged the bishops to take seriously their 
call “to teach, to sanctify, to govern’ and stressed fidelity to 
authentic doctrine. He urged the bishops to work with “the 
professional theologians,” but said to do so ‘without 
creating a parallel ‘magisterium.’ ” 


“Not all the faithful found the same rhythm following the 
Second Vatican Council...There are those who are 
discontented, either out or nostalgia or impatience. 


“It is the task of the bishop to remove legitimate causes of 
dissent and offense; to teach the people of his diocese to 
value one another, to love one another in diversity; to 
understand and accept one another and to work together in 
complementary ways.” 


“Make it your special care to provide them (religious 
educators) a solid, exacting, integral doctrinal formation; to 
stimulate in them a great fidelity to the authentic 
magisterium, for they have to pass on the faith that they 
have received with love of the Church and with enlightened 
zeal.” 


The pope cited two particular problems in the Western 
church — low attendance at weekly Mass and infrequent use 
of the sacrament of Reconciliation.

The following tribute was written by Msgr. Thomas 
Moloney, pastor of Our Lady of Grace Church, for Deacon 
Robert Moore, who ministered at the El Cajon parish. It 
appeared in the OLC bulletin. 


On Monday morning May 13th, suddenly and 
unexpectedly Deacon Bob Moore was called to his eternal 
reward. We as a parish community mourn our loss and we 
offer our prayers, our sympathy and our love to his beloved 
wife, Barbara, and his five children. His sudden death came 
as a shock and leaves us with many unanswered questions, 
questions that we must live with, such as why the untimely 
death of this exceptionally good man. But our indestructible 
faith sustains us at this time and we hear again the words of 
Christ from Gethsemane: “Not my will but thine be done.” 


Death is sad for it robs us of so much that is good and 
beautiful. It has robbed us of one we dearly loved and 
cherished in the person of Deacon Bob. His warmth, his 
kindness, his caring and his spiritual depth are no longer 
available to us. Our community has been deprived of this 
powerful witness of the gospel of the Lord. Now as we reach 
out for words to pay a richly deserved tribute to his memory 
we. must not simply mourn.

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Planned Parenthood pl

WASHINGTON (NC) — The president of Planned 
Parenthood May 16 announced a campaign to combat 
what she called a conspiracy of terrorism by anti- 
abortionists. 


At a Washington news conference, Faye Wattleton 
said anti-abortion groups have failed to convince 
Americans to outlaw abortion and “as a result they 
have resorted to using half-truths, emotional 
manipulation and violence in an attempt to impose 
their beliefs on us all.” 


LEADERS OF pro-life groups have condemned 
violence as a means of stopping abortion. 


Anti-abortion groups have launched their own 
campaign, according to the Planned Parenthood 
president, a “year of pain and fear’ against anyone 
receiving or performing an abortion. 


Wattleton said that one group, the Chicago-based 
Pro-Life Action Network headed by Joseph Scheidler, 
intends to mount clinic invasions, harrass women 
attempting to enter abortion clinics and disobey court 
orders banning these activities. ‘‘This is terrorism, by 
anyone’s definition,” she said. 


SCHEIDLER’S SECRETARY, Barbara Menes, said ina 
telephone interview that members of the network 
“will disobey injunctions to keep us off public 
sidewalks and will counsel on the sidewalks” because 
they are public property. Individual groups belonging 
to the network will decide whether or not to enter 
clinics, she said. 


She also said the network’s campaign is aimed 
against people who perform abortions, not against the 
women receiving them. 


Wattleton said at the news conference that Planned 
Parenthood has asked the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation and the Justice Department to 
investigate “this conspiracy to terrorize women 
seeking to exercise their constitutionally protected 
right to abortion.” 


ASKED WHETHER she believed the Reagan 
administration was guilty of complicity in the alleged 
conspiracy, Wattleton said she was “not willing to say 
that” but did say the administration has not worked 
aggressively to stop violence against abortion clinics. 


Attempts to outlaw abortion are pointless, she said 
in her statement. “Rather than engaging in negative 
acts of terrorism and deception, | invite the anti- 
abortion groups to join with us in positive action to 
help reduce the need for abortion.” 
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“Their so-called concern for ‘life’ would have more 
validity if that concern extended beyond the fetus to 
encompass the health and needs of women desperate 
to prevent unintended pregnancies,” Wattleton said. 


PAST ATTEMPTS to work with groups opposed to 
abortion have not worked, she added, because many 
of those groups also oppose using family planning 
methods to prevent unwanted pregnancies. 


The Planned Parenthood campaign will begin with 
full-page ads in newspapers across the country 
followed by ads in weekly and monthly magazines, 


Wattleton said.

“EDUCATION IS not a luxury,” Lewis said. It helps 
people contribute to society. 


The student aid budget is one percent of national 
budget, Lewis said. Student aid is an investment in the 
country’s future and economy because it “maximizes 
the potential” of individuals, she said. 


Under the Reagan Administration proposal, only 
those students whose family’s adjusted gross income 
is $25,000 or less would be eligible to receive federal 
grants, direct government loans with four percent 
interest and subsidized work-study jobs. 


THE PROPOSED cuts provide no flexibility to 
account for family size, as do current student 
financial aid rules. 


The president’s plan also would limit to $4,000 a 
year the amount a student could receive from federal 
grants, loans and subsidized jobs. 


Jack Scharn, financial aid director for Point Loma 
Nazarene College, said one of his primary concerns is 
the proposed cuts in the federal student loan 
program. “Loans often make it possible for students 
to attend college,” he said. 


ABOUT 60 percent of those enrolled at Point Loma 
Nazarene receive some kind of loan, most of which 
are Guaranteed Student Loans, Scharn explained. Of 
Point Loma’s 1,917 students, over 900 receive some 
financial aid. , 


The president’s proposals would limit federally 
backed GSL ‘loans with eight percent interest to 
students from families with incomes of $32,500 or 
less. 


Lewis is especially concerned with a proposal to 
redefine independent students to 22 years of age or 
older. Until a student is declared independent, his 
family’s income must be included on financial aid 
application forms. 


“THIS WOULD create a real hardship for | 
undergraduate students” who are just getting started 
in college, Lewis said. 


About 25 percent of those receiving financial aid at 
USIU would be affected if the president’s proposals 
are approved, Lewis said. 
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Of the 3,500 students enrolled at USIU, close to 55 
percent are American students, Lewis explained. Of 
these, about 85 percent receive some kind of financial 
aid. 

FOR THE 1985-86 academic year, USIU tuition will 
cost $6,300, Lewis said.

Should federal student aid be limited to $4,000 
annually, it would create a more difficult burden for 
undergraduate students who attend school full-time 
and work part-time, Lewis said, noting that most 
undergraduate students who receive financial aid are 
on a work-study program. 


Although Scharn believes some ‘families have been 
oriented into not feeling responsibility for the 
education of their children’ because of financial aid 
programs, others ‘‘sacrifice to send students to private 
institutions.” 


SCHARN IS concerned over the amounts of money 
students are borrowing to attend private colleges 
because “they will have to pay it back’ which could 
make them “needy later.” 


Although Point Loma Nazarene has fewer than 200 
minority students, Scharn said a large percentage of 
these students receive financial aid, mainly in the 
form of federal grants and CAL Grants which provide 
close to full coverage of their educational costs. 
“They would be seriously affected if cuts occur.” 


For the 1985-86 academic year, tuition at Point 
Loma will be $4,704, Scharn said. Even if a student 
was eligible for all of the $4,000 annual cap on federal 


- financial aid, he or she would still have to come up 


with $704. 


“MOST STUDENTS on financial aid are serious 
students,” Scharn said. ‘They want a good education 
and are willing to pay the price,” he added. 


“Investing in the life of a student makes for a better 
nation and a brighter future,” Scharn said. 


Scharn is concerned with the president’s increased 
emphasis on college work-study programs. ‘‘It’s too 
much of a burden on many students and makes it 
impossible” for some students to attend college. It’s 
impossible for a student to have a full-time job and be 
a full-time student. A person will burn out and give 
up.” 


PROPOSED CUTS in federal student financial aid 
“could seriously impact the decision of a student to 
go to private institutions and drive a few back to 
community colleges and state colleges,” Scharn said. 


“It’s possible we’d have to cut programs, staff and 
professors too (at Point Loma) if cuts occur,” Scharn 
said. 


“| will depend on the sensitivity of government and 
elected leaders,” Scharn said. “I have a feeling 
Congress will be alert and not allow the extensive 
government cuts the president has requested...that’s 
what the check and balance system of government is 
all about.” 


LEWIS HAS encouraged students and parents to 
discuss the proposed cuts with their Congressional 
representatives. Whyte said USD plans to encourage 
“parents and students” to start a .“letter writing 
campaign and a petition campaign’ to Congress.

Art and Marianne Mertens sat- 
down with me in their comfor- 
table living room for a late- 
afternoon interview. 

Outside, the wind chill 
registered below zero. Inside, the 
wood-burning stove kept us toasty. 

The split-level room was graced 
by a piano at one end. An antique 
table held coffee and cake. 

But what about that sign built 
into the large picture window? 
“Your BankAmericard Welcome 
Here,”’ it read — a clue that this 
house was different. 

Different it is, just as the 
Mertens are different. They agreed 
before marriage that theirs would 
be the simple life. 

A banner in the family room 
reads: “‘Live simply that others 
may simply live.”’ 

Mertens works for Neighbor for 
Neighbor, an emergency service 
organization for the poor. He 
picks up used furniture con- 
tributed by others, repairs it and 
distributes it. For his services he is 
paid $727 monthly. 

An additional $320 comes from 
Social Security benefits for the 


‘two older children whose mother 


died when they were tiny. 
“ Mrs. Mertens occasionally does 
adoption studies for a social-ser- 
vices agency. “Since July I’ve made 
a grand total of $400,” she said. 

With an average income of 
$1,100 a month, Art and Marianne 
must cover expenses for the fami- 
ly whose four children range in 
age from 7 to 16. During the 
school year, $400 a month goes 
for tuition to the Catholic schools 
their children attend. 

The Mertens built their home in 
a semirural, racially integrated sec- 
tion of Oklahoma County, north- 
east of Oklahoma City. They 
bought five acres of land at $720 
an acre, Mertens said. 

They spent two years collecting 
building materials. ‘I bought 
salvage rights on three houses 


from a company that had con- 
tracted for their removal with Ur- 
ban Renewal,” he explained. 

Reinforcement for the founda- 
tion came from bars cut at local 
dumps and straightened by 
Mertens. The window with 
theBankAmericard sign came from 
a shop that was being demolished. 

Construction lasted four years. 
“T did more than 90 percent of 
the work,’’ Mertens said. 

Finally the family had a solid 
eight-room house. “‘I hoped to 
build it for less than $5,000,”’ 
Mertens said. “‘It cost less than 
$4,000.” 

The Mertens heat with two 
wood-burning stoves. Wood for 
the stoves comes from shipping 
pallets an electric company gives 
Mertens to dispose of. 

“Buy in quantity’’ and when 
prices are low, is Mrs. Mertens’ 
description of how the family ob- 
tains its food. ‘“We have two big 
freezers, more than 50 feet of 
freezer space,’’ she said. And their 
70’ x 70’ garden supplements 
the Mertens’ table. 

“We get virtually all clothes 
from Neighbor for Neighbor,”’ 
Mrs. Mertens said. ““‘We don’t buy 
things new. if at all possible. 

“We have old vehicles that Art 
keeps together with spit and glue,”’ 
she added. The 1975 Plymouth and 
a 1972 van waved goodbye to 
100,000 miles long ago. 

How did this couple get into 
this frame of mind? 

“When studying the Bible I 
became very aware of references 
Jesus made to the poor and the 
emphasis he put on being poor,” 
Mertens said. “I think God calls 
some people to be poor in fact. 

“We cannot see spending 
thousands on frivolities when so 
many people don’t have 
necessities,’’ he added. 

A fringe benefit for Mrs. 
Mertens: “‘I sleep a lot better 
knowing we live this way.”

Let’s sit in on a monthly 
meeting of the St. Anthony of 
Padua parish council. Though the 
parish and its meeting are im- 
aginary, you will see that the 
members’ discussion is true to life. 

For six months parish council 
members have mulled over a ques- 
tion posed by the pastor, Father 
Miguel Solle: How can our 
parishioners lead a simpler life 
during Lent? 

The pastor had asked council 
members to draw up a list of sug- 
gestions, based on their own ex- 
periences. He wants to publish the 
list in the parish bulletin and to 
talk about it in his homily the first 
Sunday of Lent. 

Marilyn Farrell, liturgy coor- 
dinator, speaks first. “‘I personally 
believe that the Bible says all we 
need to hear about living a simple 
life. I suggest we compile several 
quotations from Scripture for the 
people to pray over during Lent. 
One for each of the 40 days.”’ 

Ms. Farrell adds that her 
favorite quotations are: ‘‘Tell 
those who are rich in this world’s 
goods not to be proud, and not to 
rely on so uncertain a thing as 
wealth’’ (I Timothy 6:17). Or, 
“Happy are you who are poor”’ 
(Luke 6:20). 

The council president, Jim 
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Paul wore the world like a 
loose cloak. He did not let the 
world smother him. He could en- 
joy it or put up with it. He could 
savor a gourmet meal or be con- 

= tent with a hurried snack. He liv- 

fe ed what we would call ‘‘a simple 
lifestyle.” 

A simple life as opposed to 
what? Not as opposed to com- 
plicated. It would be hard to im- 

e-  €39x@a more complicated life than 
Paul’s. But his life was com- 
plicated by people and concern 
for them, not by concern for 
things. 5 

Not that he just sat back and let 
people take care of him. On the 
contrary, Paul insisted on suppor- 
ting himself by plying his trade as 
a tentmaker. 

Paul’s simple lifestyle left him 
supremely free for others. He 
measured his worth in terms of 

Spiggpie, not of things. 

: For a human being to be 
measured by things is dehumaniz- 
ing. Something seems wrong 
when one thinks more highly of 
having three cars than of pro- 
moting families that are loving or 
serving families that are hurting.

A simple lifestyle reminds Chris- 
tians not to let possessions or 
status blot out human values. A 
simple lifestyle allows people to 
be human themselves, not slaves 
to a twisted value system. 

Jesus put it this way: “‘Wherever 
your treasure lies there your heart 
will be’? (Luke 12:34). 

elf our treasure is people, our 
hearts will be fixed on them and 
that is ennobling. 

elf your treasure is in things, 
our hearts will be enslaved to 
them and that is debasing. 

But when it comes to defining a 
simple lifestyle specifically, it’s 
not easy. It is so relative. A simple 
lifestyle in the United States or 
Canada might seem positively lux- 
urious in Third-World countries. 

Every Christian has to deter- 
mine in his or her own cir- 
cumstances whether or not a par- 
ticular lifestyle is in harmony with 
gospel standards. These are stan- 
dards that insist on the primacy of 
human values over material ones.

The director of the parish thrift 
shop, Betty Franklin; suggests that 
during Lent each parishioner prac- 
tice ‘‘living a simple life.’’ One 
way is: “‘Abstain from or, better 
yet, don’t serve that extra dish of 
food at dinner. We Americans can 
all get by on a lot less.”’ 

The chairman of the finance 
committee, George McCoy, speaks 
now. “‘I’ve been waiting to say 
this for years. Before we can 
sponsor anyone or anything, 
something else must start first. We 
must begin to give much more in 
this parish. It is learning by doing. 
It will remind people each week 
to live a simple life and to help 
others. I’ve been tithing for seven 
years, and the Lord has blessed 
me for it.” 

Six of the 12 members of the 
parish council have now given 
their suggestions. What ideas on 
the simple life would you offer if 
you were next to speak?

The way to spend time, 
resources, energy: That is what a 
simple lifestyle is about, said 
Patricia Davis. 

The simple lifestyle grows out 
of a perspective — one that 
‘recognizes God is the creator 
and ultimate owner of all,’’ she 
said. It means recognizing that 
“all people are equally valuable 
and entitled to a life of human 
dignity.”’ 

“‘As children of one creator, 
we are obliged to be aware of 
others and share. We have no 
unlimited right to accumulate 
things while others are dying,”’ 
Ms. Davis commented. She is a 
nurse who holds'a master’s 
degree in theology and who cur- 
rently works in Washington, 
D.C., as an addictions counselor. 

Experience “‘teaches me that 
less is more,’’-she observed. For 
her there’s a danger in ac- 
cumulating things thoughtlessly: 
“Possessions can begin to 
possess you. It’s so easy to ac- 
cumulate more than you can care 
for.” 

And possessions can give peo- 
ple a “‘sense of self-sufficiency, 
to think, ‘I deserve all these 
possessions. I don’t need others 
or God,’’’ she said. 

For Ms. Davis, living simply 
doesn’t necessarily mean embrac- 
ing a life of poverty. Most peo- 
ple need some security and

possessions to “‘make us happy 
and comfortable,’’ she said. 

Instead, it’s adopting a certain 
attitude or approach toward life; 
making practical decisions in 
light of the values of Jesus. 

Living simply “‘encourages me 
to community life,’’ Ms. Davis 
said. For instance, having only 
one car in a family ‘“‘calls on 
family members to cooperate, to 
negotiate who goes where 
when,’’ the mother of three 
now-adult children explained. 
“This draws. us toward intimacy 
and community”’ and it “‘rein- 
forces the truth that we are 
dependent on each other. We 
learn to share.” 

Ms. Davis told of attending a 
meeting connected with her 
work as an addictions counselor. 
There a former drug addict 
spoke about how he developed a 
whole new slant on his life. 

The young man explained how 
annoyed he was after a long and 
low period in his life to find that 
after paying his rent, making his 
car payment and buying food, he 
had only $23 left. 

But as he brooded, it occurred 
to him that he wasn’t sleeping in 
an alley anymore, he had a car, 
his bills were paid and he “‘still 
had $23.”’ Then he realized that 
he ‘‘had what he needed,’ Ms. 
Davis said.

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NRLC calls for boycott of Upjohn Co.

WASHINGTON (NC) — The National Right to Life 
Committee May 15 announced a boycott of the 
Upjohn Co., which it called ‘the death-peddler of the 
U.S. drug industry,” until Upjohn stops marketing 
alleged abortion-inducing drugs. 

Upjohn, based in Kalamazoo, Mich., responded 
that “the basis for the boycott is erroneous.” 


DR. JOHN C. Willke, NRLC president, in a news 
copference on the sidewalk outside Upjohn’s 
Washington office, said NRLC wants Upjohn to 
withdraw from the market one prostaglandin drug, 


Prostin F2 Alpha, which he said was used exclusively | 


for abortion, and to restrict use of four other drugs to 
non-abortion purposes. 


Willke also accused Upjohn of developing a new 
suppository drug, Meteneprost, for use in so-called 
do-it-yourself abortions at home. As evidence, he 
cited an article in the May 1985 “Obstetrics and 
Gynecology” journal on drug-induced abortion, using 
a new drug — not identified as Meteneprost — 
supplied by Upjohn. 

The NRLC president cited cordial, professional 
relations with Dr. Theodore Cooper, vice chairman of 
the Upjohn board, in discussing NRLC’s concerns, but

“The pope heard” the remarks, Cardinal-designate 
Simonis said, and “he gave her an implicit answer.” In 
his speech to youths May 14, “he was very clear and 
very open,” said the cardinal-designate. 


“Would it be realistic to imagine a Jesus who is 
indulgent on marital love, abortion, sexual relations 
before or after marriage, or homosexual relations?” 
the pope said at a meeting with youth where about 
one-third of those invited showed up. 


“INDULGENCE DOES not make people happy,” he 
said. 

The pope said the Church was not about to “mouth 
generalities’ and said if the Church makes 
“unpalatable pronouncements, it does so because it 
feels obliged to do so.” 


The papal trip organizer, Jesuit Father Roberto 
Tucci, director of Vatican Radio, said the trip had 
gone “better than Vatican officials had expected.” 


“You could not expect the same reactions in 
Holland as in Peru,” said Father Tucci. ‘“You’ve got 
different cultures and different temperaments.” 


VATICAN SPOKESMAN Joaquin Navarro-Valls said 
the pope knew he was going into a controversial 
situation before he went to the Netherlands. He said 
the pope inquired into the nature of the Utrecht 
demonstration and was assured that it was “not a 
protest against Catholicism” but rather a protest by 
youths who protest everything. 


The pope was “not surprised” by the outspokenness 
which he met, Navarro-Valls said. 


He said highlights of the trip were the Mass May 12, 
when the pope met about 25,000 persons in Utrecht, 
and on May 14, when an estimated 4,000 persons 
cheered the pope in Naastricht. 


NAVARRO-VALLS also said that the trip had 
exhausted the pope. At the end of May 14 he was 
“very tired” and did not read his speech to the 
bishops, but merely handed it to them and told them 
“to read it and meditate upon it,” Navarro-Valls said. 


Afterward, the pope left the bishops and retired to 
his room; the Vatican spokesman said, but returned 
just as they were about to eat and joined them at the 
buffet. The pope ate little during the dinner, he said. 


At the Amsterdam airport May 15, the pope urged 
the Dutch church to unify. : 

“MEN AND women, youths and children of the 
Catholic communities,” said the pope, “be united 
among you and united with your pastors.” 

If-you do so, the pope added, “your parishes, your 
apostolic groups, your dioceses will advance, 
constituting an ecclesiastical symphony comparable 
to the floral symphony of your dear and beautiful 
country.” 
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said that “our good-faith efforts to convince the 
Upjohn Co. to ‘get out of the abortion business’ have 
failed.” 


THUS, HE said, NRLC is launching “a major 
international boycott of their drugs until such time as 
they quit the baby-killing business. They are in fact 
labeled the death peddler of the U.S. drug industry.” 


Willke suggested consumers buy the products of 
more “ethical” companies. According to a list from 
NRLC, Upjohn produces Kaopectate, for digestive 
disorders; Unicaps vitamins; Cleocin, Trobicin and 
Lincocin antibiotics; Motrin, for relief of menstrual 
cramps and other pain; and various other drugs. 


Upjohn, responding to the NRLC news conference, 
said it “regrets that the right-to-life movement has 
chosen to implement a boycott against the company. 
The basis for the boycott is erroneous.” 


“THE COMPANY has informed right-to-life groups 
repeatedly that it is not developing nor does it intend 
to market any product to be used for first-trimester, 
‘do-it-yourself’ abortions,” it said. ‘Their (the right-to- 
life group’s) announcement is obviously a distortion 
designed to gain publicity rather than a serious 
attempt to change policy or to reduce the numbers of 
abortions.” 


If prostaglandin drugs, used in two percent of 
abortions, were removed from the market, doctors 
would still perform abortions by surgery — the 
method used in 98 percent of abortions, Upjohn said. 

Further, prostaglandins are used in treatment of the 
unborn in the uterus to prevent fetal death, for 
congenital heart defects in newborn infants, and to 
prevent post-birth hemorrhage in women, according 
to Upjohn. 

IN ITS statement, the company did not comment on 
the article in the ‘Obstetrics and Gynecology” 
journal.

Bp. DuMaine: Orderly conversation needed

ORLANDO, Fla. (NC) — Bishop R. Pierre DuMaine 
of San Jose, honorary president of the Catholic Press 
Association, called for an “orderly conversation” 
within the Church May 17. 

The bishop, chairman of the U.S. Catholic 
Conference Communication Committee, quoted the 
phrase from Jesuit theologian Father John Courtney 
Murray. Father Murray, who wrote.“We Hold These 
Truths,” also urged “civilized structures of dialogue.” 


BISHOP DUMAINE said he was less concerned 
about polarization in the Church than in the 
“deterioration of the tone of dialogue.” 


He said that he sees the Church generally split into 
Gaudium et Spes Catholics who tend to be pastorally 
concerned, and Lumen Gentium Catholics who are 
more traditional in their views. 

Gaudium et Spes is the Second Vatican Council 
document which deals with how the Church should 
relate pastorally to the modern world. Lumen 
Gentium is the council document spelling out 
Catholic teaching on the nature and structure of the 
Church. 

THE CALIFORNIA bishop said that people in one 
group will quote only the document they support 


‘without acknowledging that the other exists. 


SAN DIEGO — The San Diego/Imperial Counties 
Chapter of the American Red Cross has received 
donations of more than $1,150,000 for the African 
Famine Relief Campaign, the largest amount raised by 
any chapter in the United States. A $1 million donation 
was given by the Joan B. Kroc Foundation, La Jolla. 
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In-another area, the debate on abortion sometimes 
gives ‘‘ad hominem a whole new meaning,” he said. 
Ad hominem is a debating technique focusing on a 
person instead of an issue.

When Father Noel Moholy called me 
from Rome May 9 with the news that 
Pope John Paul II had just enrolled

A considerable portion of the 
renown that has come to Serra can be 
attributed to the zeal with which he 
announced Christ to the native 
Americans by word and example. In 
fulfilling that missionary apostolate, 
the humble Mallorcan friar 
experienced almost every vicissitude, 
disappointment and frustration which 
life is capable of presenting. 


THE ARDENT, optimistic and eager 
missionary stated his apostolic 
philosophy in simple, but meaningful 
terms, noting that for those who work 
among aboriginal peoples, it is 
necessary “in the beginning to suffer 
many real privations. However, to a 
lover all things are sweet.” 


Known as the man who never turned 
back, Fray Junipero Serra allowed no 
obstacle to interfere with his apostolic

endeavors, observing only that “great 


undertakings have always been 
accomplished by great difficulties.” 

| remember often pestering the late 
Father Maynard Geiger with the 
question: “When will Serra be declared 


venerable?” His answer was always the’ 


same: “Not in my lifetime, but you will 
live to see it.” 


Venerable Serra’s renown came from his zeal 


GEIGER SPENT a _ lifetime 
researching Serra and one day he sent 
me what he then called a “summary of 
Serra’s missionary rationale.” Perhaps 
this is a good time to share it with 
others: 


First of all, give up everything 
completely, not only externally but 
internally so that your apostolate may 
be an all-out dedication. Do not let 
such physical impediments as illness, 
hardships in travel and _ living 
conditions, climate, food, isolation 
bother you. Allow no difficulty to 
impede or discourage you from 
whatever source, diabolical or human, 
it may come. 


Face every issue head-on. Dodge 
none. You are fighting for God and 
souls. Be kind and gentle, if possible. If 
you must show a holy anger and enter 
a principled controversy or fight, do 
not hesitate to do so. A missionary 
must practice the militant virtues. 

WORK IN harmony with others 
insofar as it is possible, but not at the 
cost of “peace at any price.” Where 
injury and opposition are sustained, be 
as forgiving as your Heavenly Father. 


Never allow your zeal to abate, but 


do all that you can. If your superiors do | 


not see eye-to-eye with you, present 


\ 


your case, but whatever the answer, 
obey. Obedience first, last and always. 


Once you embark upon your work, 
you are God’s servant on behalf of 
souls. Never turn back. Love your flock 
with the tenderness of a mother and 
help them with the providence of a 
father. Presuppose the pattern of 
hardships, contradiction, opposition 
and misunderstanding. 


YOU ARE IN a vale of tears, yet 
salvation is earned by such coin. 
Heaven awaits you as a réward. Be a 
man but, above all, be God’s man. The 
Church will increase and heaven will 
flower with souls. 


Over the years, | have used Father 
Geiger’s reflection often in spiritual 
conferences. The more | have 
reflected on Serra’s _missionary 
rationale’ as verbalized by _ his 
biographer, the more confident | have 
become that one day Fray Junipero 
Serra would indeed become venerable, 
blessed and sainted. 


The only question revolved about 
the “timing” and now the Vicar of 
Christ himself has begun the 
countdown to canonization! 


Brazilian cardinal would tell Reagan to defend human rights 


ORLANDO, Fla. (NC) — Cardinal Paulo Evaristo 


- Arns of Sao Paulo, Brazil, told a questioner at a 


Catholic Press Association session that if he could 
give a message to President Reagan it would be to not 
interfere in Latin American affairs but help defend 
human rights. 


“Our problems are not East-West problems. Our 
problems are North and South (rich and poor), and if 
something can be done positively by the government 
it would be to defend human rights in the right sense,” 
the cardinal said on the second day of the May 15-17 
CPA national convention in Orlando. 


THE CARDINAL was also asked what message he 
would give to Pope John Paul II. “To John Paul | 
would say we are not children as it were; we are not 
adolescents either, we are adults. We want to be at 
the same level as other countries...to accept 
responsibility for our countries as God’s people and 
also as pastors.” 


The questions to the cardinal came after his 
40-minute talk and speeches by two U.S. Hispanic 
leaders, Pablo Sedillo, director of Hispanic affairs for 
the National Conference of Catholic Bishops, and 
Father Mario Viscaino, director of the Southeast 
Regional Office for Hispanics in Miami. 


Pope pedals stationary bike

Pope John Paul II pedals away on a stationary 
bicycle for exercise each morning at the Vatican. 


But Vatican press spokesman Joaquin Navarro- 
Valls said that the pope is able to spend only 15 
minutes on the device, which is “very poor for one 
used to strong physical exercise in Poland.” 


POPE JOHN Paul rides as soon as he arises, about 


5:30 a.m., Navarro-Valls told National Catholic News - 


Service. 


The pope’s busy day, which Navarro-Valls said 
never ends before 11 p.m., does not permit time for 
more exercise, he said. 


Following the attempt on his life in 1981, Pope John 
Paul, who will celebrate his 65th birthday May 18, lost 
considerable weight, which he has not regained. 


HOWEVER, IN the book, ‘Be Not Afraid,’” based 
on conversations with the pope, author Andre 
Frossard wrote that the pope’s doctor said the weight 
loss was intentional and that the pope had been too 
heavy for a man his age. 


In his youth, Pope John Paul was an avid sportsman, 
excelling as a goalkeeper in soccer, as a swimmer in 
the Skawa River in Poland and as a skier in the hills 
aroung his home in Wadowice. Sports activity also 
marked his priesthood, and even when he was a 
cardinal he found time for a ski trip into the Tatra 
Mountains. 


Last July, the pope surprised people when he and — 


Italian President Sandro Pertini sneaked away from 
Rome for the slopes in northern Italy. 
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Sedillo told the journalists that Hispanics, who now 
make up 35 percent of the U.S. Catholic population, 
will by the year 2000 be 55 percent of that population. 
He said the U.S. bishops’ 1983 pastoral letter on 
Hispanics was one of the best-kept secrets in the 
country, and urged the Catholic press members to hire 
Hispanic staffers or learn Spanish, to “warm up to our 
people and be with us.” 


FATHER VISCAINO spoke about the “prophetic 
presence” of Hispanics and the coming national 
Hispanic pastoral encuentro (encounter) in 
Washington in August. The encuentro is a national 
meeting resulting from grass-roots consultations 
nationwide. 


The Cuban-born priest also spoke of the need for 
Hispanics to preserve their identity. “We don’t want 
to be assimilated,” he said. 


Father Viscaino said that Protestants were much 
more active in evangelizing Hispanics than Catholics 
have been, citing figures from Miami where, he said, 
47 parishes serve Hispanics while 195 Protestant 
churches are Hispanic. 


CARDINAL ARNS, a longtime supporter of human 


_tights and advocate of the “preferential option for the. 


poor,” told the Catholic press members how Brazilian 
journalists banded together after the death of a fellow 


communicator and, by agreeing to publish stories of 
torture and political imprisonment, put an end to the 
practices. 


He expressed gratitude to the American press and 
other foreign press members for earlier publishing 
names of political prisoners because the publicity 
helped save their lives. 


The cardinal told of being called to help 37 
Catholic workers who had been arrested. None of 
them disappeared, he said, because the foreign press 
had made their names known. 


WHEN THEIR captors were surprised by the 
publication of the names in the United States, 
England and elsewhere and asked why, the cardinal 
said the reason was “because we are Catholic, we are 
universal.” 


Cardinal Arns, a Franciscan, urged the Catholic 
press members to both publish and analyze the facts 
and to “never forget the simple people.” 


“Look to the earth, not so much to the White House 
or the Capitol, or the Kremlin or Vatican State, look 
more to the pope as a person, to the pope himself, 
your pastor.” 


THE CARDINAL held up the example of Christ as 
the great communicator, saying that “communication 
is the most important mission on earth.”

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Learning to 
accept oneself 


t was listening to a Fixx album when 
the above.song caught my attention. 
This English group’s music often’ has 
something meaningful to say, as this 
song about how we see ourselves 
shows. 


In this song’s words, “Sometimes | 
feel so cold catching these self-thrown 
blows.” The message concerns how 
badly people can feel when they put 
themselves down. These “self-thrown 
blows” might be just about any way of 
thinking about ourselves that reflects a 
critical or unaccepting attitude. 


Yet the’song reminds us that there is 
“always hope, light in the 
dark...sunshine in the shade.” Such 
hope is realized when we stop putting 
ourselves down and accept ourselves 
as less than perfect. 


At times, everyone makes mistakes 
or is embarrassed by something he or 
she has done. 


These experiences make us 
uncomfortable but should not be taken 
as a judgment about our total worth as 
persons. 


Comparing oneself to others is a 
particularly unfortunate act. Almost 
every such assessment leads to a sense 
that a person is not as. good looking, as 
smart, as popular or as “whatever” as 
others. Such evaluations blind 
individuals to their own value. 


What is far more important that how 
we compare with others is how much 
we appreciate and use our gifts. Using 
these gifts is much more satisfying than 
getting stuck in self-pity over our looks 
or inabilities. 


Further, all people need to forgive 
themselves, for perfection is not found 
in anyone. Even if we feel like we’ve 
made complete fools of ourselves, 
rarely is this a permanent state. 


If your action has hurt another, ask 
the person to forgive you so that you 
can begin the relationship anew. 


If your actions have brought public 
embarrassment, don’t be harder on 
yourself than others are. Put the 
incident behind you and begin to live 
in new and exciting ways. Others 
almost always are forgiving when we 
are forgiving of ourselves. 


Finally, bring humor into your life. 
This does not mean laughing at 
yourself as much as realizing that all of 
us get caught in ironical, funny or 
embarrassing situations sometimes. 
Laugh at the situation and learn from 
your involvement within it. 


Life if too valuable to be wasted in 
the shade of self-pity, unforgiveness or 
comparing ourselves to others. Let in 
the light and sunshine and celebrate 
your own gifts.

NEW YORK (NC) — Catholic Relief 
Services has joined forces with MTV, 
the music television network, to 
provide T-shirts for children in 
Ethiopia.

said. “It’s the most practical thing a kid 
can wear. It’s culturally acceptable in 
Africa; it’s unisex.” 

TO GET things started, MTV has 
promised 1,000 MTV shirts, Griffin 
added. If CRS receives more donations 
than the Ethiopian office needs she 
said the extra shirts will be distributed 
in other parts of Africa. 


Catholic Relief Services has 
arranged to receive the T-shirts at its 
warehouse in Cranbury, N.J. The 
warehouse processes about eight 
million tons of clothing each year as 
part of the CRS clothing drive, 
according to Griffin.

The morality of investing — and divesting in South Africa 


=

WASHINGTON (NC) — Official Washington, 
usually known for its political bickering, shares an 
important consensus these days: that South Africa’s 
apartheid, with its strict separation of the races and its 
denial of basic rights to blacks, must be replaced. 


Squabbling arises, nonetheless, when the White 
House and Congress try to determine the best way to 
get rid of apartheid. 


ONE HOTLY discussed possibility is restricting or 
even terminating the business operations of U.S. 
corporations in South Africa. Two closely related 
methods are proposed: 


¢ Disinvestment would mean withdrawal of foreign 
corporate investment and business from South Africa, 
or, at least, would prevent further new investment and 
business activity. 


e Divestment would mean American firms, 
universities, and other parties selling their stock in 
companies or banks that do business with South 
Africa. 


THE DILEMMA is determining whether morality lies 
in forcing such sanctions or, on the other hand, 
helping U.S. firms which do not practice 
discrimination to operate in South Africa. 


Proponents of disinvestment and divestment argue 
that however well-meaning, U.S. companies that 
operate in South Africa — and the institutions in the 
United States that invest in them — are condoning 
apartheid. 


Critics of such measures argue that U.S. companies 
in South Africa attack apartheid by paying black and 
white employees equal salaries for the same job, by 
training and placing blacks in management positions 
they would not otherwise attain because of apartheid, 
by cooperating and even encouraging black trade 
unions, and by taking other steps to assist blacks. For 
example, the Gillette Co. has established a company- 
financed legal aid clinic to help blacks fight South 
Africa’s discriminatory laws and provides training, 
sports facilities, housing loans and mortgages. 


THE REAGAN administration, while harshly 
criticizing Nicaragua and invoking economic 
sanctions against that Central American nation, has 
declined to do the same with South Africa. Instead, 
the administration issues periodic declarations of 
opposition to apartheid and uses “constructive 
engagement,” or behind-the-scenes diplomatic 
dialogue, to encourage change. 


The U.S. government also supplies $10 million 
annually for black small-business and _ training 
programs. 


“The administration opposes punitive economic 
sanctions or trade restrictions against South Africa 
because they will harm the intended beneficiaries and 
are not likely to provide us influence over the pace 
“and direction of change,” according to the State 
Department. A ban on arms sales to South Africa has 
been adopted by the United States.

Bishops, has not yet addressed the divestment issue.

in an anti-apartheid demonstration at the South 
African Consulate in New York, requested that the 
bishops consider divesting any church stock held in 
“institutions that are exploiting the apartheid 
situation.” 


Archbishop Thomas Kelly of Louisville, Ky., and 
Bishop Daniel Reilly of Norwich, Conn., visited South 
Africa in 1984. Archbishop Kelly said the trip “did not 
reveal a solution” to the disinvestment-divestment 
question. 


BISHOP REILLY said May 5 in New York that “the 
system of apartheid is strengthened by investments, 
loans and other assistance, including nuclear 
cooperation, coming from our country.” However, he 
did not go as far as urging divestment. 


Archbishop Stephen Naidoo of Cape Town, South 
Africa, of Indian origin and thus a member of one of 
South Africa’s designated non-white groups, has cited 
a ‘‘moral obligation’ of foreign firms to “not shelter 


behind apartheid and use apartheid to make money.” 
Such actions “would be immoral,” he said; and 
companies should instead use some of their profits for 
housing, education and other assistance for blacks. 


Other potential economic sanctions include the 
halt in the sale of South African’ gold coins, 
Krugerrands, in the United States, a suggestion made 
by Bishops Moore and Reilly. A second alternative, 
partial divestment, would involve selling stock in 
corporations that do not follow the Sullivan 
Principles, standards developed by a Baptist minister 
in Philadelphia for judging treatment of non-white 
workers by American corporations in South Africa. 


ACCORDING TO the Heritage Foundation, as of 
December 1984, 123 of 284 U.S. companies in South 
Africa had signed the Sullivan Principles. Signers 
employ 74 percent of employees of U.S. firms in South 
Africa. But total employment by U.S. companies there 
is only. two percent of the black workforce, the 
foundation reported.

Station pulls Silent Scream 
from Denver archdiocesan TV 


By Marianne Comfort 


DENVER (NC) — An Archdiocese of 
Denver television show featuring the 
anti-abortion film “The Silent Scream” 
was canceled by a local station 
because of the “inflammatory” subject 
matter, according to the station’s 
general manager. 


But the producer of “The Catholic 
Hour,” the weekly TV show produced 
for the archdiocesan office of 
communications, accused the station 
of censorship and of ‘stealing’ his 
program. 


THE STATION planned to air the 
unedited ‘Silent Scream’ May 20 as 
part of its own separately produced 
program. 


“The Catholic Hour” is a talk show 
aired every Sunday and Thursday on 
KBDI, a public television station in 
Denver. ‘‘The Silent Scream” program 
was scheduled to be telecast May 5 
and 9. 


Ted Krichels, KBD! general manager, 
said he thought it “irresponsible” to air 
the controversial film in “The Catholic 
Hour’ time slot. The film depicts an 
abortion, during which the three- 
month-old. fetus appears to open its 
mouth in pain and to attempt to 
escape. 

SOME GROUPS backing legal 
abortion have criticized the film as 
biased and said it misinforms viewers. 


After reviewing the film and plans 
for its airing, Krichels said that the 
panel discussion put together to 


accompany the film presented only a 
positive look at “The Silent Scream.” 


“We have a responsibility to air the 
film where other points of view are 
present,” Krichels said. ‘It’s too 
inflammatory.” 


BERNIE MURRAY, producer of ‘The 
Catholic Hour,’’ said he tried 
unsuccesfully to get a critic of ‘The 
Silent Scream” on the panel which 
discussed the film. 


The panel consisted of the show’s 
host, a Catholic gynecologist, the 
founder of a home for pregnant 
women, and the president of Colorado 
Right to Life. 


Panel members discussed their 
reaction to the film, statistics on 
abortion and alternatives to abortion. 
The physician disagreed with some of 
the film’s narration and said there were 
some exaggerations in it. 


MURRAY SAID that ‘the gut feeling 
is that they (KBDI) see how explosive 
this thing is going to be and they 
wanted (it) to explode in their court, 
not ours.’”” He added, ‘‘They’re stealing 
our thing.” 

The station planned to air the 
unedited film as part of a 90-minute or 
two-hour program that will include a 
panel discussion and a viewer call-in 
segment. 


Krichels said- KBDI was working to 
put together its panel and hoped to get 
some input from the archdiocese, but 
he said an advocate of legal abortion 
also will be included. 


Religious Broadcasting Highlights
